DRUGGED HIMSELF IN TUNNEL 


Former English Army Officer. Discov. 
ered Dead In .tather Strange 
Circumstances 

London, England'—An ex-army of- 
ficer’s' unsuccessful struggle to cure 
himself of the drug hab‘t was des- 
cribed at an inquest at Guston, Dover, 
on Claude W. Lawrence Marshall, 
aged 41, of independent means, whose 
body was found in a railway. A 
broken hypodermic syringe and two 
empty drug bottles were found near 
the body. Dr. Marshall was former- 
ly an officer in the South Staffordshire 
regiment. 

Mrs. Marshall stated that her hus- 
band’ had been addicted to the drug 
habit for several years, taking mor- 
phia and cocaine. He broke off the 
habit last year for a time, but could 


them. She had known him to go 
into this railway tunnel for the pur- 
pose of injecting morphia into his leg. 
He Wétitinto~the~ tunnel becausé—1 
was dark there, and he objected to 
making the injections in the light. He 
told her once that after he had inject- 
ed morphia into his leg in the tunnel 
he became unconscious on the, bridge 
just dbove. She thought that on 
this occasion he might have become 
unconscious in the tunnel. She once 
found him unconscious in a pit as a 
result of the drug. Mrs. Marshall 
added that her husband was very 
bright and showed no signs of sgui- 
cide. 

Evidence as to the finding of the 
body pointed to the fact that Mr. 
Marshall had his back against the 
wall of the railway tunnel and was 
leaning down injecting morphia into 
his leg when the train struck him; or 
else that he had made the injection 
and lost consciousness in that position 
at the time of the fatality. 

It was said that members of Dover 
police force had frequently seen Mr. 
Marshall in the vicinity of the spot 
injecting morphia. It was mentioned 
that he had injected as much as sixty 
grains of morphix at a time. 

The jury returned a verdict of death 
by misadventure.

MYSTERIOUS MIDNIGHT TRAGEDY 


Missing Artilleryman Believed 
Have Been Murdered by Two 
Bluejackets 

Malta.—At \somewhere about mid- 
night on Thursday two Maltese boat- 
men reported to the police that two 
bluejackets and an artilleryman had 
embarked on their craft for convey- 
ance from Valetta to Sliema, and that 
when in mid-sea the sailors and the 
soldier quarreled, the former throw- 
ing the artilleryman overboard. A 
high sea was running at the time and 
the sailors, by intimidation, prevented 
the ,boatmen from attempting to res- 
cue the soldier, 

On reaching the shore the sailors 
decamped, and the heacmen then re- 
turned to the spot where tne soldier 
had been throwh overboard, but as 
their search prove fruitless they re- 
portet the matter to the police. -All 
sailors’ leave was stopped, and the 
boatmen Were conveyed on board each 
warship and confronted with the men 
who had been given shore leave the 
previous night. :

Both Payne and Woodcock have 
been arrested, and the Royal Arthur's 
departure has bee: delayed pending 
the magisterial inquiry, which is pro- 
ceeding.

IT ACTS LIKE MAGIC. 


Use of Manure Spreader Has a Won- 
derful Effect Upon Fertility. 

1 saw today a man pitching into a 
manure spreader stable manure from a 
large pile in the field where it bad lain 
until it was partially rotted and where 
it had been stirred several times with 
forks. I was interested, says a writer 
in Green Fruit Grower, and waited for 
the man to oad his wheeled spreader 
drawn by two horses and saw him pass 
up and down through the field several 
times. This manure spreading machine 
is a modern device. 


It spreads the manure more evenly 


than any man can do the work, no 
matter how careful or experienced he 
may be. There was scarcely an inch of 
soil on the field that was not covered 
with a slight spread of manure, the 
machine covering about eight ;feet in 
width each time it crossed the field. 
But it would seem impossible that 
such a slight covering of manure 
should have, as it does, such marvelous 
effect upon’ the soil. This fertilizer 
really acts like magic. It is not alone 
‘the fertility which the manure con- 
tains which bénefits the land. The ma- 
nure helps us to set at work bacteriavin 
the soil, thus in a measure inoculates 


the soil with helpful Creatures that 


continue their work. Further than this, 
the manure tends to loosen the-soil and 
to make it crumble .easily under the 
plow and harrow. :
